\V'asiii.n(;i'()n, .1 unc 20. — Tlip war 
(lopavlment is in receipt of a report 
froin Eiigineori Mt>lvil!e. giving lini^Ue-, 
tail tlie story of liis searcli for DeLong 
and party anil ili.scovpry of tlieir Jead 
l)0(licH. Tlie following cxlmclK are 
from OcLong's note book: Uiuler 
(late of Moiulay, Oct. linl, UeLong 
writes iiis jiarly tliouglit tlmy f«iw a 
liut, liut on maclnng the spot found 
only a mouml. A camp was made in 
a liolo in tlm lilufl" and a roaring firo 
was soon drying and luriiing their 
clothes, while a loKI wind ate into 
tiiinr hacks. Nolhini,' was left to eat 
liiit their diiL;, whicii was killed and 
a stow made of sncli parts as could not 
lie cured. .Ml look stew except Do 
Long. Alexy was to examine what 
thny lliouglit was a liut, and came back 
at night with a favorable repoit. it 
was decided to wait until morning 
Ijoforo leaving. It was then holow 
/.evo. Walch was set to keep the 
lire from ;,'oin.,'(pM( im<l all liiidillod around 
it, and thun the tliird night without 
sleep wa.s ii;i.ss(h!. If .Ale.x had not wrap- 
ped his .sealskin anmnd UoLoiig and ro- 
phiced it as it v/as wanned by the hoat of 
Ilia body )ie(DeLnM>,')tl)inl<shc would have 
perished. At S .\. AT. the i]arly reached 
a large eni)n<;li hiil In ImUl tlieni, and fur 
I he first time siiici' Saturday tliuy man- 
aged to get warm. ]']rioksG'n was very low 
and 'prayers were read for him before oth- 
era.iaought rest. At 10 A. M. all e.xcopt 
Alexy liiid'dowii 16 sleep,' Alexy went to 
hunt and at imun relumed, having fallen 
into the river. .\l (1 I'. M. had a [(ound 
iif dn;^ nii'at fui' (.■acli [irrsnn and a cup of 
tea, the day's allnwaiici', l)iit they wore bo 
grateful t hey were not oxpused (o I he ler- 
rihlo cale whioli was raiiini,' they did not 
mind slinrt rations. On Wednesday they 
liad tea and di>}> tiieat for breakfast. 
Ale.xy atjain went (iff hunling, and came 
liaek wilii nuthiie^. On Thursday they 
had a cui> of tliird liaiid tea with half an 
iiunoe of alcnhul in it. Ale.xy w.as again 
sent out to hunt and Ericksoii died while 
he was gone.' Alex-y rqtlurned ein[)ty 
handed. . 

'I'he notes al this piunt Rny', "What iri 
(iod's name, is ^'Miil; Io become of us. 
Fourteen pounds of ih il; meat left and 25 
miles tn a imssible .sc'tllenient. " Tliey 
could nutdij,' a gi-avo for iirickson as the 
ground was fnj/.cu too hard, and they had 
nothing III di;; with, so they sewed his 
body up in laps of tent covered with their 
Hags and buried him in the river* TUreo 
volleys from the remingtons were lired 
over him. 

I'nder date of Oetobiu' fitli notes say: 
"The.Tth day )>reakfasl consisted of the 
lafet'''half pound of doy meat and tea. 
The Last jjrain of tea was put into the ket- 
tle, and we are now .about to uiulertake a 
journey of 2.0 miles with simie old tea 
leaves and two ipiarts of aleuhnl. Mow- 
i!ver, I trust iiiOod, and T lielieve that he 
who has fed us thus far will not sutler us 
to die of want now." The party left the 
record in the hut, which waii found by 
Melville as already reported. They got 
under way at S::!0 A. Al. and proceeded 
until 11. 'JO A. iM. by whicli time they 
had made about three miles, and were all 
pretty well done up. 'I'liey had half an 
nnnce of alcohul in a pot of tea for din- 
ner; tjien went ahead and soon struck 
whait-'appeared to be the main river again. 
Here fmn- of the party broke through tlie 
ice in trying to cross, and fearing frost- 
bite a fire was built. Alu.\y was sent oil' 
to look for food, being directed not to go 
far nor stay long. 1 le came back at .5:30 
with one ptarmigan, of whioh soup was 
made and with half an ounce of alcohol 
made their supper. 

Saturday, October 8th, the notes say: 
"Called all hands at .5 :;iO. P.reakfast of 
half an ounce of alcohol and a pint of hot 
water. Alcohol proves of great .advantage, 
keeping otl'cravings for foods, preventing 
gnawing of stomach, and has kept ui) the 
atrength of the men, who arc given tin ee 
ounces a day. Went ahead until 10.;i(), 
and after five miles struck the big river 
again. Uavototurn back. Only n-..ido 
an advance of one mile. Cold camp, but 
little wood, and half an ounce of alcohol." 

Sunday, 9i1l— All hands at 4:;50 
took half an ounce of alcohol; read de- 
•virie .scrvico and sent Ninderman and 
Noros ahead for relief, and they started 
at 7: cheered tliein under way. At fi 
crossed ,a croek" and bi'oke through the 
ice; all went u\> to their Imoe.s; dried 
clotliing aiiil again underway at 10:;iO. 
At I struck the viver hank; .salt for 
dinner and half .aij_ounce of .ilcoliol; 
Alexy stto.t thrcexptarmighns;\^a9e 
Houp; we are following NindiermaiiV 
track: foiind'a canoe; lay our heads 
in it and go to slco]). 

Monday, Oct. 10,- Last half pound of 
alcohol al G 'M; al tl::iO sent Alexy oH' Io 



look for ptarmigans; ate. deer skin scraps 
yesterday morning; eat niy deer skin foot 
tips; under way at 8; in -crossing a cieek 
throe got wet; btiilt.'^T fire and dried out; 
ahead .again till 11; used up; built afire 
and made a drink out of tea leaves and 
from the alcohol bottle; on .again at mion; 
very hard going; ptarmigan tracks plenti- 
ful; at^B^talted, used up; crawled into a 
holp'Ji):tho}jbank^^^fht Alexy in quest of 
ffarae^liotliing^r supper except a spoon- 
ful of.alcohol.' ^. 
- Wednesday, 12rr^Breakfasted on last 
spoonful of glycerine, and have hot water 
for dinner. Put a couple of haudiuls of 
.Vrctic willows in water and drink the in- 
fusion. Every d.ay getting weaker and 
weaker, and hardly able to get lire wood 
Gale with snow. 

Thursday, Oct. 13 -AVillow tea.,, No 
news fron-i;Ninderiiuni. Wo'^are in.'.lhe 
hands of God, and unless lie relents we 
.are lost. Wo cannot travel against the 
wind, and st.ayinghere moans starvation. 
This aft^XHOon , went ahead for a mile. 
After crqaaing another river missed Lee. 
Went dowfi'inlBole in bank and camped. 
Sent back for Lee. lie had laid down 
and was waiting to die. All united in 
saying the Lord's prayer and creed. .-Vf- 
ter supper a strong gale of wind lie;4an. 
Horrible night. 

"Friday — Breakfast of willow tea; dinner 
of half a toaspooilful of sweet oil and wil- 
low tea. Alexy shot one ptarnngan and 
had soup. Wind moderated. 

Saturday, Oct. 15— Breakfast of wil- 
low tea and two old boots. Concluded to 
move at sunrise. Alexy breaks down: al- 
so Lee. Came to an empty grain raft 
and camped. . Signs of smoke at t\yilight

Sunday, Oct. 16— Alexy broke diiwn. 
Divine service. 

Monday — .\loxy dying. Doctor bap- 
tized him and read praj'er for sick. Mr. 
Collins' birthday; forty years old. About 
siniset Alexy died of exhaustion from 
starvation. Covered hint with ensign 
and laid him in the crib. .. 

Tuesday— Calm and mild, and siiow. 
falling. Buried Alexy in afternoon. Laid 
hini on ice ui id covered hirti with slabs of 
ice. 

Wednesday-— Cutting up tent to m;ike 
foot gear. Wont ahead lo tiiul a new 
camp. Shifted camp by dark. 

Thursday— Bright and snniiy, but very 
cold. Loe and Knack dene u]). 

Friday — Knack was found dead about 
midnight, between the doctor and my- 
self. Lee died .about noon. Read pray- 
ers for the sick wdioii we found ho was 
going. 

Saturday — Too weak to carry bodies of 
Lee and Ivnack on ice. The doctor, Col- 
lins and myself carried them arcuind the 
corner out of sight. Then my eyes closed 
up. 

Sunday— Everybody pretty weak. Slept, 
or rested to-day and then managed In get 
enough wood in by dark hi read part of 

diviiice services . Sullering in onr feet. 
No foot gear- . 

Monday — .-V hard night. ; ik^;r, , 

Thursday, the 137th dayrTverson brnke

In such a 
Christian state of mind it is singular 
no gentle regrets occurred to him in 
connection with the future course of 
divine retribution, which he held was 
eventually to make so many people un- 
conifo/tablf, and that no irrepressible 
suspicion' crossed his mind that ho 
might be a case with which inc.vorable 
justice was just then specially occupied. 
If Guiteau's delusion was sincere and 
not assumed, it is strange that even 
the near approach of death was not 
permitted to enlighten him as to the 
real nature of his crime; but if Ciuiteau 
iissuDied the role he |)laye(l, he must he 
admitteil to have stuck to it with the 
most extraordinary tenacity under the 
most desperate and discouraging cir- 
cumstances to the bitter end. 

rtfE CARIBOO ROAD. 

'J'lie Snnlhiel is severe on the gov- 
ernment engineers and the contractoi's 
for the condition of the Cariboo wagon 
road; while it is indispo.sed to attach 
blame to the contractors who under- 
took to keep the thoroughfare in ro- 
ptiir— the damage to this section being 
logiiided in the light of a calamity.

Another gentleman 
informs us dial the ,5V»/i)(W is unrea- 
sonable in its statement and has jilac- 
ed the blame that rightly attaches to 
the local government on the wrong 
shoulders. In any case, tlio repairs 
should be commenced at once, or the 
government inquire the reason why.

BYLAW. 

The ratepayers liave done a wise 
thing in rejecting the electric light 
bylaw. Tlie discovery has not yet

J nnj: 

I regret that your pr<;.seiitinen£ was nut 
l)roiiglit in before tlie rising of the Coin t, 
or had not been dcLayed until after the 
adjourned sitting of Ihe assizes in July, 
in order that I might more fully have ro- 
ptiod to it at once. 

I regret that there are some subjects in 
it not (.'oining within your domain as 
Grand Jurors or mine as a Judge of As- 
size. The (piestion of treaty obligations 
and international relations with the Unit- 
ed .States, of e.xainining and reporting by 
competent engineers upon the Fraser, 
with suggestions from tliom for prevent- 
ing a reckrrencc of the present disasters, 
and rctloct ions upon the Dumiiiioii and 
Provincial fiiivernmentH for not ])roperly 
aiding iinmigralioii during the last four 
years, arc matters more properly portai'n- 
ing to your Representatives in Parliament, 
and in the Local .Xsnombly. 

My duty is to report to the Dominion 
flovcrnnient on niatter.s pertaining to tlu! 
adniinistration of justice and the increase 
or diminution of crime with the causes 
thereof. Yours, as Grand Jurors, to as 
certain and report to tlve'"Court upon all 
matters afl'ecting the local interests of 
your section or district over which the 
Court has any power of action, advice or 
remedy, or .as to which you think there 
has been a failure in carrying out the law; 
but neither you nor myself are clothed 
with power to advisb OTTefl^cttupon either 
the Dominion oi" Prdvihdial Governments 
on matters pertaining to the general in- 
terests.

He was hanged on Friday at 7 
minutes to one o'clock. During the 
morning he wept and e.xhibitod some 
nervousness, but expressed his willing- 
ness to "go. " About ten o'clock ho ate 
a hearty breakfast. At the steps of the 
scatfold he ftiltered for a moment, and 
was assisted by the idlicera, who walked 
upon either side. Upon reaching the 
platform (iuiteau was place immediately 
Ijeliiiid the drop, facing the front of the 
seall'old. Capt. CVdeman stood upon his 
right; Robert Strong upon the left, and 
Woodward directly behind hiiu. Jones 
took a position on the north side, near 
an upright beam. Warden Crocker took 
his position at the southern corner of the 
structure. There wasasligb: delay while 
the spectators were pushing a,i 1 jostling 
through the doorleadingtrom tho lutiinda 
to the corridor, at the lower end of which 
the gallows were placed. Guiteau nit-an* 
while gazed upon the crowd. He looked 
lip at the beam over hi'< lio.id, and qidck- 
ly made a survey "fetall the dread para- 
phernalia. 

Dr. Hieks ll.eii ntrered up a prayer. 
During the prayer ( iuitoiiii stood with 
bowedliead. .Vt its conclusion Dr. Hicks 
opened a bundle, and Guitoau ili limt 
tones said: "I will read a selection from 
the 10th chapter of John, from tho 28th 
to tho 4 1st verses inclusive." He thon 
read in a clear strong voice, and with 
good intonation, showing little if any 
nervotisness. Dr. Hick* then produced 
the manuscript which was prepared by the 
prisoner this morning, and held it before 
him, while ("luitean exhibited a slight 
nei'VdUsiM's.'J, :ind moved several times 
friuu one foot to the other. He soon re- 
covered ciuniioHure, looked over the sea 
of upturned faces, and said: "I am now 
going to read to you my last ilying 
prayer." 

Shortly before 12 o'clock Guiteau 
seemed to break down complfctely ami 
burst into fi^ars and sobbed hyatei ieally 
Dr. Hicks sat by his side, fanning him, 
and vainly endeavming to c.ilm him. 
When he had finished reading his')irayer 
he again surveyed the crowd, and atill 
with a tlrm voice said: "I am now going 
to read some verses which are intended 
to indicate iny feelings at the niouiont of 
leaving the world. If sr-t to music they 
may be rendered elh.xtlve. " He then 
eommouced to chant the verses in iisad, 
doleful style. His voice failed him dur- 
ing the chant, and hi« bowed his head and 
broke into .sobs, but ho rallied a little and 
went on witlt his .chant. Dr. Hicks gave 
Guiteau his (insil benediction and fare- 
well, saying: '•(iod, the Father, be with 
thee, and give the peace forevormore. " 

12:40 'I'lie crowd outside the jail has 
got word that ( iuiteau has been hanged, 
and is rending the air with shouts, so 
that it is impossible to hear a voice in- 
side the jiiil oflice. Guiteau's nock was 
broken by the fall, and not a movonient 
of limb or body wtis detected. DcUlh en- 
sued instantly. Tho scaflbld stood the 
test well.

The "las' dying prayer" was a mixture 
of bntl'oonery and blasiiheiny , painful to 
read and unlit to publish. A medical 
autopsy of the brain w.is hold on Satur- 
day to ascertain if ho was daft or sane.

The U. B. Co.'s barque Lady ile;id 
arrived at Esquimau im the lst instant. 
Her weatherstainod condition isproof of to 
what tho elements have subjectetl her. 
Captain Conrado states that the vessel 
loft London 28th December last. For 
three weeks abe encountered nothing but 
gales and contrary winds; sighted St. 
Alichael (Western Isles) January 25th, 
and with average northeast trades and 
doldrums crossed the equator February 
10th. With fine weather she arrived in 
41' aouth, when her troubles commenced. 
On the night of March 17th fell in with 
a pampero, and .for six hours lay t9 under 
a close-reefed maintopsail, with a high, 
confused sea raging. With hard beating 
made Staton Island .-Vpril lat, and with 
moro than usual had weather to be ex- 
pected at last rounded Cape Horn, aftei 
which had nothing but northerly to W, 
N. \V. winds to contend with, wheii she 
got a> slant, of good; southo^t tirades; 
crossed the equator this side IMny 28th ; 
fell in with good northeast trades and lost 
them in 38° N. and 137 W. on Jmio IStli; 
light, variable winds and calms brought 
her to the latitude of Fuca Straits, hut 
could not for some days make Ca[ie Flat- 
tery on account of dense fogs; a alight 
break on the mornin<; of Juno 3U enabled 
the captain to stand in; a sharp run up 
brought her to an anchorage after com- 
pleting a passage of 185 days. 

Fatal TKlt.Mi.NATio.v.--.Iohii Hutchin- 
aoii, whose arm was crushed on board the 
Dredger tender, a week ago, died on 
Saturday at the Royal Hospital from the 
shock sustained by his system. Deceased 
was a man of great strength and liercu 
lean size and a native of New Brunswick, 
aged 33 years. Ilia friends, some of 
whom had known him from childhood, 
complain that upon calling tit the hospi- 
tal and learning that he was dying they 
were denied access to him and that he 
was buried on Sunday at public expense 
when they liad arrangtnl to give him a 
proper funeral.
